Pork at Cost of $3.30 a Hundred 


Pounds 

Eight hundred hogs were market- 
ed from the Dominion Experimental 
Farm at Lacombe, Alberta, durin 
the twelve months ending April 30, 
Mr. Hutton, the. superintendent, 
claims ‘that pork was produced at a 
cost of $3.50’a hundred pounds on 
alfalfa, with self-feeder for grain ra- 
tion; and at $3.30 a hundred pounds 
on rape pasture, with self-feeder, A 
comparison of the cost of raising 
hogs in Alberta and the price at 
whieh they are now selling, with the 
cost of land, shows. why hog raising 
in this province is a paying proposi- 
tion.
